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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

This application has been filed with informal drawings which are acceptable for 
examination purposes only. Formal drawings will be required when the application is allowed. 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the dim light and the recording of 
claims 9 and 10 must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter 
should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, 
even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended."

Claim Objections 

Claims 9 and 10 are objected to under 37 CFR 1.75(c), as being of improper dependent 
form for failing to further limit the subject matter of a previous claim. Applicant is required to 
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cancel the claim(s), or amend the claim(s) to place the claim(s) in proper dependent form, or 
rewrite the claim(s) in independent form. These claims merely set forth an intended mode of use 
of the claimed article, and do not set forth any additional structural features that limit the parent 
claim. This is because these claims are written as purely functional limitations without 
combining or adding any structural details to the claimed subject matter. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1 to 3, 5, 6, 9, 10, and 11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly 
anticipated by Allee (4,236,263). 

Claims 1, 2, 4, 5, 9, and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly 
anticipated by Rule (4,316,287). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 
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Claims 7 and 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C 103(a) as being unpatentable over Allee. It 
is well known in the art to make or combine a sleeping bag with an integrated inflatable pad or 
mattress for the purpose of increasing the comfort of the bag while in use. Because of this well 
known use it would have been obvious to the skilled artisan to have provided the Allee sleeping 
bag with an integrated or combined inflatable pad. As regards claim 8, the examiner notes that it 
is very well known to make toys with simulated animal features that operate electronically, i.e., 
include eyes that light up or the like. Because of this well known general teaching it would have 
been obvious to the skilled artisan to have provided the Allee sleeping bag with eyes that light up 
during use, by adding a battery pack with LED's or light bulbs as part of the bag construction. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicants 
disclosure. Henegar et al and Washington show decorative sleeping pads for children that are of 
particular interest. Gregg shows a sleeping shelter that includes a door assembly that is of 
interest. Berman and Middleton show inflatable tents that are of particular interest.
